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Elba’s budget set at $2,049,630.00

Monday night the Elba City 
Council approves a new budget for 
the 1995-96 fiscal year. The council 
voted to adopt the same budget as 
was adopted for the present year. 
The annual budget totals $2,049,630. 
City Clerk Henry Clark said there 
were a tew adjustments which need- 
ed to be made when the bookkeeper 
returns to work, however this could 
be done by amendments. 

Council members agreed and vot- 
ed unanimously to follow Clark’s 
recommendation to insure having a 
budgét prior to the the beginning of 
the new year on October Ist. 

In approving a level funding bud- 
get, council members noted most de- 
partments stayed within their pro- 
jected budgets. An exception was the 
fire department, which has cost in di- 
rect relationship to the number of 
fires the firefighters respond to each 
year, Last year the number was low- 
er than average and their budget was 
cut to $59,200. This year the in- 
cidents of fires were back up and the 
department expenditures are running 
over budget. 

Capital expenditures (vehicles, 
etc.) have also exceed budget. The 
original budget earmarked nothing 
for new vehicles. However, prior to 
the September 25th council meeting, 
the council had approved the pur- 
chase of a police car and a dump 
truck, totaling $58,761. 

At the Monday night meeting the 


.#s«-council purchased a new police car 


to replace the wrecked vehicle. This 
cost the city treasury several thou- 
sand dollars, due to cost increases 
and depreciation of the older car. 
They also approved the purchase 


Man killed in one- 
vehicle wreck in 
Fairview Community 


A faltbed farm truck overturned 
in the Fairview Community located 
in South Coffee County taking the 
life of a local farmer, 

Julian Day, 41, of Route 1, Sam- 
son, was killed Monday afternoon in 
a one-vehicle accident that occurred 
at the intersection of AL Hwy.

According to reports, the brakes 
failed on the truck that Day was 
driving causing him to loose control.

Day was pronounced dead at the 
scene by Coffee County Coroner 
Tim Whitehead. 

The accident was investigated by 
the Alabama State Troopers. Assist- 
ing the troopers at the scene were 
units from the Coffee County Sher- 
iff's Department and the District At- 
torney’s office. 

Day’s body was taken to Dothan 
where an autopsy was performed by 
the Alabama Department of Foren- 
sic Science to determine the cause 
of death, 


of two pick-up trucks for the street 
department at a cost of $13,600 
each, City Council member Bill 
Brunson, chairman of the finance 
committee, noted the street de- 
partment was under budget enough 
to adsorb the cost of the two ve- 
hicles. 

Police Chief Bruce Peacock was 
officially sworn into office, even 
though he had been on the job since 
last Friday. 

In reporting the activities of the 
department, Peacock said they had 
responded to 16 complaints since the 
last council meeting. The police had 
issued three traffic citations and 
made ten criminal arrests. 

They had also investigated one 


automobile accident, according to, 


Peacock. 
Council member Earl McCol- 
lough spoke up about the Troy High- 


way/203 Bypass intersection where’ 


this accident happened. He asked 
Peacock if he could have any better 
results than previous efforts to get a 
traffic signal installed at this inter- 
section? 

Mayor Ricky Haywood spoke up 
with a suggestion that the city gov- 
emment pass a unanimous resolution 
to the Alabama Highway De- 
partment requesting « traffic signal 
at this dangerous intersection. 

Council member John W. Sharp- 
less noted traffic lights don’t nec- 
essarily prevent accidents and used 
the Brantley Highway/203 Bypass 
intersection and recent accidents 
there as examples. 

The council will continue to look 
into this problem. 

The city council moved a bit clos- 


ber mark errors or problem areas and 
give this to Clark for revision prior 
to the next meeting. 

Haywood said he continues to get 
complaints about the price of gas- 
oline in Elba in relationship to the 
cost in surrounding towns. He 
pointed a committee to look into the 
matter. They are to start with a com- 
parison of municipal taxes in the 
area.

After the adoption of the budget, 
Commissioner Robert Stephens was 
the only one to make any comments 
on the new budget. 

He complimented the commis- 
sion, and all the county’s different 
department heads, on their hard 
work in preparing the budget for FY- 
96 


“We spent a lot of time on the 
budget. There’s a lot of little things 
that have to be worked out and I just 
appreciate the hard work by every- 
one,” said Stephens, 

He noted that included in the new 
budget was a 2.5 percent cost-of - 
living raise for all county employees, 
and a 2.5 percent merit raise for 
those employees who qualified. 

Stephens commented that there 
had been a lot of discussion concern- 
ing the courthouse situation. 

“To build a new courthouse at 
this time with the budget we have 
could not be done, We haven't in- 
creased any taxes and personally I’m 
not in favor of increasing any taxes,” 
said Stephens. 

“To build a new building would 
be the largest expenditure that the 
county has ever made and the largest 
debt the county has ever made on 
one building,” he said, 

Stephens said that he has always 
trusted the people of Coffee County 
and that they should have a right to 
vote on the matter, 

“It’s a serious thing, and I realize 
the needs of our county, but with this 
year’s budget and the anticipated 


revenues next year, we could not 
make a payment on a new building,” 
Stephens concluded. 

Following a 10 minute break, 
Jack Boswell, Jr, addressed the com- 
mission . 

Boswell proposed a community 
corrections program designed to re- 
lieve overcrowding in county jails. 

According to Boswell, the Com- 
munity Punishment and Corrections 
Act passed by the Alabama Legisla- 
ture in 1991 allows these programs 
to be implemented. 

He stated that the goal of the pro- 
gram is to provide an alternative to 
sentencing for the county and munic- 
ipal judges and to alleviate jail space 
which has previously been occupied 
by non-violent, low-risk offenders. 

Boswell noted that the program 
would not require any funding from 


the county only a resolution or pas- 
sage of a county ordinance by the 
commission allowing the program to 
be implemented. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion by members of the commission, 
Commissioner Stephens stated that 
he would like to have some input 
from court officials on the merits of 
such a program. 

The other commissioners voiced 
their desire to have more informa- 
tion and time to study Boswell’s pro- 
posal before taking any action on the 
matter. 

Commission Chairman Lawrence 
Creel told Boswell that the commis- 
sion would review the matter further 
and get back in contact with him,

U.S, House Bushhogs Federal Kudzu Programs 


Every year the federal gov- 
ernment spends $20 billion on no less 
than 163 separate federal job training 
and education programs administered 
by 15 separate government agencies 
through 40 interdepartmental offices, 

And just what are we getting 
for our tax dollars? Waste, duplica- 
tion and inefficiency while the com- 
petiliveness of our national workforce 
is in steady decline, 

This entangling morass of re- 
dundant job training programs has in 
fact taken on the characteristics of 
creeping South Alabama Kudzu — 
spreading all over creation with no 
rhyme or reason while strangling the 
taxpayer, 

The Government Accounting 
Office (GAO) reports that the federal 
governmentcurrently finances 13 dif- 
ferent programs often working at 
CrOSs purposes, targeted just for older 
and dislocated workers, and 25 pro- 
grams for low-income youth and 
adults, 

The JOBS program adminis- 
tered by the U.S, Department of 
Health and Human Services provides 
17 of the same services as the Labor 
Department's Job Training Partner- 
ship Act (JTPA), 

And the Department of 
Agriculture's Food Stamp Employ- 
ment Training (E & T) overlaps with 
JTPA on 18 services. The last three 
programs alone account for 72 per- 
cent of job training funds for the 
economically disadvantaged. 

Such repetition results in in- 
creased administrative costs of the 
programs which in turn reduces the 
amount of funding actually available 
for participants. It seems the only 
jobs that are really being created are 
those of the program administrators. 

Also of concern is the lack of 


accountability these job programs 
have to the taxpayer, According to 
another GAO study, 40 percent of the 
programs have no way of tracking the 
Success rate of program participants 
and very few of the programs provide 
regular reports of their success and 
failure to the agencies that fund them. 

Enough is enough. Last week 
the U.S. House voted 345 to 79 to 
bushhog this federal job training 
Kudzu patch, I joined a majority of 
my Democrat and Republican col- 
leagues inthe House in voting for HR 
1617 — the CAREERS Act, 

This legislation does what 
should have been done a long time 
ago, It consolidates the bulk of these 
federal education, employment and 
job training programs into three block 
Lrants to the States, 

Specifically, the funding lev- 
els for job training and education pro- 
grams will be held to $7.2 billion with 
the funds going directly to the States 
to cover youth and adult job training. 

The CAREERS Act also calls 
for the direct elimination of over 50 
categorical higher education pro- 
grams, and requires the privatization 
of two Government-Sponsored En- 
lerprises; the Student Loan Market- 
ing Association (Sallie Mae), and the 
College Construction Loan Insurance 
Association (Connie Lee). 

The CAREERS legislation did 
not include block granting for Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation programs which 
primarily center on job training for 
the disabled. 

As this legislation now goes to 
the U.S. Senate, and ultimately con- 
ference, | am hopeful that Vocational 
Rehabilitation training will also be 
included in this much-needed sueam- 
lining of excessive federal jobs pro- 
grams.

ELBA TIGERS GET MUCH NEEDED WIN OVER OPP 


After suffering through two straight lopsided losses by the combined 
score of 45-18, the Elba Tigers needed something good to happen in a 
hurry to give the players a shot of confidence, That boost of confidence 
came Friday night, in Opp, as the Tigers surprised the Bobcats 17-14 ina 
game in which Elba never trailed, and overcame a late Opp rally, to win 
the game on a field-goal with only one-second left on the clock. While a 
win of any kind was what Elba needed, the last-second win was the kind 
that could lift the Tigers to much greater accomplishments as the season 
progresses. The Elba players have now learned in the span of just four 
games that a win is simply that - a win, and that if they don’t get ready 
and play as hard as they can, they can be embarrassed like they were in 
Georgiana. The win over Opp also showed the players what they are ca- 
pable of, and should set the tone for the rest of the season, if the Tigers 
have indeed learned their lessons! 

The Elba offense had problems early in the game and managed only 12 
yards in total offense on its first three series, but then came to life with a 
66-yard scoring march and from that point on moved the ball with suc- 
cess for the remainder of the game. The big news on offense was the re- 
emergence of fullback D'Undray Peterson after a two week absence. Pe- 
terson had gained 76 yards in the opening win over Charles Henderson, 
but then gained 12 yards on only five carries in the next two weeks as 
Elba lost two straight. Peterson was back in the game plan against Opp, 
and enjoyed his best game of the season, as he bulled his way for 107 
yards in 12 carries and ripped off runs of 34 and 44 yards that set-up both 


liger touchdowns. Peterson is a force in the middle of the Elba offense, 
and maybe after two losses, the coaches realized that his lack of pro- 
duction was not his fault, but due to a lack of carrying the ball, 

The Tiger defense bent at times, but refused to break, and came up with 
a number of big plays to help Elba claim the big win, The hard-hitting Ti- 
gers jarred the football loose six times during the game and recovered 
three fumbles, two of which stopped Opp drives, and the third of which 


' set-up the game-winning points. Elba’s defense was outmanned by the 


big and physical Opp offensive unit; however, the Tigers got after the 
Bobcats from the opening whistle and never backed off until the final 
horn. Elba’s defense may not be real big physically, but the defensive 
players have big hearts, and hit with the power of players much larger in 
size. The defense was expected to be the strength of the team this season, 
and Friday night the Tiger defense stepped forward and showed what it 
could do, Now that the players know their potential, maybe they will de- 
velop into the type of defense everyone expected, 

What a difference a year makes! Last season Elba had a chance late in 
the game to upset Opp, but saw the chance slip away as sophomore Todd 
McKee failed to hit on a long field-goal with time running out. Friday 
night, McKee got the chance to chase away those ghosts of the past, and 
did just that as he hit a 30-yard field-goal with :01 left on the clock to lift 
Elba to the 17-14 win, It's not often that a player gets the chance for pay- 
back, but it came for McKee, and he made the most of the opportunity. 

One noticeable change on the Elba sidelines Friday night was the fact 
that the Elba coaches cut back in their substitutions, and kept their best 
players on the field as much as possible, Early in the season it seemed 
that Elba was often hurt when some of the starters were resting on the 
sidelines, and Friday night it was clear that the decision had been made to 
keep the best players on the field as much as possible, even if it meant 
that several players would have to play almost non-stop on offense and 
defense, 

| applaud the players for their all out effort against Opp, and also ap- 
plaud the coaches for making some personnel changes that may have led 
to the win, It's good to know that the players can dig down and give 110 
percent when it matters most, and its good to know that our coaches 
aren't afraid to make changes when things are going bad.

The weather forecast for Tiger 
Stadium Friday night is calling for 
“unseasonably hot” conditions on 
the field, with a chance of “violent 
storms” erupting at any time! 

No, there isn’t any reason for the 
fans to bring extra clothing. The 
forecast is simply the result of the 
game to be played at Tiger Stadium 
this week when the Daleville Wa- 
rhawks invade Elba to battle the 
Elba Tigers in the renewal of the 
Tigers most-heated football rivalry. 

Elba will carry a 2-2 record into 
the annual battle, while Daleville 
will enter the contest with a 1-3 
record.

The Elba offense is averaging 17 
points per game this season, and in 
recent weeks has tumed things over 
to its ground attack, led by the trio 
of Chris Tyson, D’Undray Peterson 
and Troy Bryan. 

Tyson leads the Tiger runners 
with 286 yards in 53 carries, while 
Peterson has gained 195 yards in 28 
carries, and quarterback Troy 
Bryan has given Elba an added 
weapon with 134 yards in 32 car- 
ries. The talented trio has combined 
for over 600 yards in just four 
games and has averaged 5.4 yards 
per carry. 

The Elba passing game drew 
Statewide attention after a 183 yard 
outburst against 4A state champ 
T.R. Miller, but the Tigers haven’t 
completed a pass since the 28-12 
loss at Brewton, 

Troy Bryan has hit on 9 of 25 
passes for 220 yards and 3 touch- 
downs in Elba’s four games, but in 
the last two weeks has failed to 
complete a pass in seven attempts. 

Wide-receiver Shandez Daniels 
is the leading receiver with 8 catch- 
es for 211 yards and 3 touchdowns. 

The Elba defense took its lumps 
in the losses to T.R. Miller and 
Georgiana, and is giving up an av- 
erage of 20.5 points per game, but 
allowed only 129 yards rushing 
against the explosive Opp running 
attack, and turned in its best per- 
formance of the young season, 

Leading the Elba defense are 


linebackers Rudy Free and Todd 
Hooks, and defensive-ends Todd 
McKee and Brian Rowe. 

The Daleville Warhawks were 
expected to return to the elite of the 
4A ranks this season after stum- 
bling to a 7-4 record a year ago; 
however, the Warhawks have stum- 
bled to three straight losses and 
need a win badly to try to turn the 
season around. 

Daleville opened the year with a 
22-6 win over 2A Brantley, but 
haven’t tasted victory since, with 
losses to SA Eufaula 26-7, 4A W.S. 
Neal 28-18 and Seminole County, 
Georgia, 22-14. 

The Warhawks, coached by 
Perry Swindell, in his eighth year 
with a career mark of 57-19, are led 
on offense by multi-talented quar- 
terback Marc Arias, a 5-10, 176 
pounder, that is adept both running 
and passing. Arias has passed for 
almost 300 yards and 3 touchdowns 
in the ‘Hawks first four games, and 
has also proven to be dangerous on 
the ground, where he has rushed for 
over 200 yards and scored 3 touch- 
downs. 

The Daleville offense has scored 
at a 15 point clip this season, and as 
goes Arias, so goes the Warhawk 
offensive attack! 

The Daleville defense has al- 
ways been infamous for its ag- 
gressive style of play, and while the 
“95 Warhawks are allowing over 20 
points per game, it has been just as 
aggressive as ever, and still uses a 
“seek and destroy” philosophy on 
defense. The Warhawks’ front wall 
averages over 250 pounds per man, 
while the ‘Hawks are also strong 
outside and at linebacker, 

“I’m sure that Daleville is point- 
ing to this week’s game as the turn- 
ing point in it’s season,” said Elba’s 
Coach David Lowery, “and will 
come to town sky-high and de- 
termined to get a much needed win. 
Last year they were 2-2 when we 
played them and appeared to be 
Struggling, but they totally in- 
timidated us and claimed a 38-8 
win, From that point on Daleville 
went 5-1 and made the playoffs. So, 
you know they believe that a win 
Friday night can turn things around 
and get them headed back in the 
right direction.” 

“Daleville is just as good as 
ever,” stated Coach Lowery, “and

they have more than enough talent 
to win a bunch of games. They have 
played some mighty good teams 
early in the year, and had chances 
to win against both Eufaula and 
W.S. Neal, which have two of the 
best teams around. Their record 
may not be impressive; however, 
they are impressive on film and we 
know Daleville will be ready when 
they come to town Friday night.” 

“On offense they have strong in- 
side running game with a big full- 
back,” added Lowery, “and have 
one of the best quarterbacks in the 
area. They can pound the football 
inside behind their fullback and 
physical offensive line, run the op- 
tion using the skills of their quar- 
terback and speedy tailback, or air 
it Out with their quarterback and set 
of quality receivers.

“For us to win this week we'll 
have to control our emotions and 
play our best game of the season in 
every area,” said Coach Lowery, 
“We know they’ll be real ag- 
gressive and that tends to make 
their opponents lose their com- 
posure, We can’t worry about what 
they do, we have to keep our minds 
on the job ahead of us and play our 
best, and let the rest take care of it- 
self.” 

“On offense we'll have to be 
more balanced than we have in the

“The offense didn’t move the 
ball as consistently as we'd like,” 
said Lowery, “but it moved the ball 
and put points on the scoreboard 
when we needed to, and really got 
physical up front against a solid de- 
fensive team. On defense we gave 
up too many big plays through the 
air, but again played hard for all 
four quarters, and did an out- 
standing job up front against a very 
good running team. The defense 
bent at times, but came up with the 
big plays when it had to, and had a 
real good game.” 

“We needed something good to 
happen,” said Coach Lowery, “and 
maybe the big win over Opp will 
give us the shot of confidence that 
we seemed to need in earlier 
games. We had played well in spots 
in all three of our games prior to 
Opp, but stepped it up a_ notch 
against Opp and played hard 
throughout the game on both sides 
of the ball.

Watershed management authority has new director 


“Alabama's plentiful and power- 
ful water supply is virtually wn- 
tapped and offers a flood of opportu- 
nities,” said Jatrod D. Massey, the 
new executive director of the Choc- 
tawhatchee-Pea Rivers Watershed 
Management Authority. 

Mr. Massey began his work as the 
agency’s first full-time executive di- 
rector September 2. He said he 
hopes to bring out the potential that 
Alabama’s streams and rivers hold 
for future growth and development 
of the state. 

“The flood of 1990 that devastat- 
ed the Elba area, and the flood in 
1994 that heavily damaged Geneva 
County and other south Alabama 
counties, probably brought more at- 
tention to the need to control our wa- 
terways than any other events in re- 
cent history,” said Massey. 

“Floods like those illustrate the 
complexity and necessity of han- 
dling a crisis situation from a water 
management point of view.”

“But’s there’s more to the Choc- 
tawhatchee-Pea Rivers Watershed 
Management Authority than just 
flood protection,” Massey said. The 
recent water war going on near At- 
lanta, GA, and battles between de- 
velopers and environmental groups 
are examples of what he does not 
want to see happen in Alabama, 

“Alabamians are extremely fortu- 
nate in that we have so many 
Streams, lakes and rivers in our 
State,” Massey said. “But at the same 
lime, if we don't manage them prop- 
erly, we don’t receive the full bene- 
fits they offer. If we manage our re- 
sources correctly and take care of 
them, they can help this area of the 
State grow tremendously through ag- 
ricultural and industrial development 
as well as recreational benefits.” 

The Choctawhatchee-Pea Rivers 
Watershed Management Authority 
was created by the Alabama Legisla- 
ture in 1991, Its office is located on 
the campus of Troy State University 
in Troy. 

The agency serves residents from 
10 southeast Alabama counties - 
Barbour, Bullock, Coffee, Cren- 
shaw, Covington, Dale, Henry, 
Houston, Geneva and Pike. Fifteen 
volunteer board members from with- 
in those counties oversee the agency 
and select its projects. 

“We're unlike other state agen-

said Massey. “Barbara Gibson, the 
execulive assistant for the agency, 
and I are the only two paid employ- 
ees of the agency.

Convention, 83rd Session 
The 83rd session of the Mulberry 


Baptist Women's Convention con- 
vened at the Mulberry Baptist Edu- 
cational Building, Elba, Alabama, 
September 22-23, 1995, 

This is an undocumented histori- 
cal report of the Mulberry District 
Women's Convention. 

The Mulberry District Women’s 
Association (now called the Mulber- 
ry District Women’s Convention) 
was organized at the Friendship 
Missionary Baptist Church, Glen- 
wood, Alabama, in the year 1911 or 
1912, under the moderatorship of 
the late Rev, Charlie Larkin. 

The women were organized be- 
cause they were not allowed to take 
part in what was then known as the 
Men's Association, Believe it or 
not, women were once not allowed 
to vote in local churches, certainly 
not in an association. 

According to records, the follow- 
ing persons served as president of 
the Mulberry District Women’s 
Convention: Sis. Charolette (Scar- 
let) White; Sis. Fannie Woods; Sis. 
Nunie Jackson; Sis, Ella Rodgers; 
Sis. Lacy Coon; Sis. Bunie M, Wil- 
liams; and Sis, Nettie R, Lindsey, 

The late Sis. Nettie R. Lindsey 
served as president from 1977 unul 
her death in 1983. God called Sis. 
Lindsey home on December 20, 
1983. She was a hard worker until 
her homegoing.

Convention has made great progress 
through the past years. It has been 
departmentalized, and each depart- 
ment is doing great things for the 
Lord.
